The findings are contained 
in a market study made by 
the Standard Rate and Data 
Service. It details just how 
the average family in each 
section of the country spent 
its retail dollar and how 
much it it was allotted for 
food, clothing, household 
equipment, cars and other 
products.

Russia has m ade another 
big grain purchase from the 
United States. The sale has 
whipped up a verbal wind­ 
storm. Chaff has been flying 
in all directions. 
Critics of the sale divide 
into two camps. One side 
opposes

philosophical grounds. It 
considers grain or any food 
as being a weapon of war. 
and we don’t sell weapons to 
Russia. 
These critics make a point 
in contending that Russian 
effort not spent on raising 
food is effort that may be 
spent 
m aking 
w ar 
in ­ 
stru m e n ts or other 
e n ­ 
terprises that may be used 
against us some day. 
To blunt that point: If not 
raising their food. Russians 
have to expend the effort 
some other way to obtain 
dollars w'ith which to buy 
American grain. 
Besides, the U.S., while 
being the leading grain 
producer, has no monopoly 
on the crop, lf we didn’t sell 
to 
R ussia, 
C anada 
and 
possibly others would get 
those dollars instead. 
The o th er c ritic s a re 
concerned 
about 
un­ 
favorable economics. They 
see the huge grain sales 
running up domestic prices 
of wheat, and then of bread 
and other wheat products. 
A rthur 
B urns. 
F ederal 
Reserve chairm an, told the 
Joint Economic Committee 
of 
Congress he 
sees

escape from the conclusion 


that the grain sale will cut 
into

Democratic opponents of 
the Ford adm in istratio n 
make a lot of hay out of the 
sales. Union spokesmen are 
outraged. So are the so­ 
called consumer advocates. 
But Agriculture Secretary 
Butz. fiery and withering 
when he wants to be. shot 
back at these critics, calling 
them ' ‘unrealistic and un­ 
fair...intellectually naive or 
dishonest...people who don’t 
know wheat from chaff (and 
a re ) draw ing 
ridiculous 
conclusions.'' 
F a rm 
o r g a n iz a tio n 
spokesmen, while choosing 
more delicate phrases than 
did Butz, have been stating 
em phatically that farm ers 
would reject blam e for any 
food price increases as a 
result of the grain sales to 
Russia. 
They point out that U.S. 
wheat farm ers are probably 
going to produce a record 
crop of 2.2 billion bushels of 
wheal than U.S. consumers 
can use during the year. 
After subtracting 125 million 
bushes of wheat 
sold to 
Russia. U.S. farm ers still 
will have over a 
billion 
bushels either to sell abroad 
or give away. 
They also note that when 
wheat prices plunged $1.70 
per bushel from October to 
June, the price of bread did 
not drop. Now it should not

What if grain 
sales abroad—to Russia or 
any other n atio n —should 
cause the price of food to rise 
moderately in this country?

or more of the bullets that 
lodged in Kennedy’s body 
and those of five persons 
nearby, or becam e em ­ 
bedded in the walls of the 
room, came from another 
gun, then there is a clear 
need to reopen the entire 
affair. 
A source who has been 
exceedingly close to the case 
since the outset but who has 
asked not to be identified 
does 
not 
believe 
the 
ballistics tests will a c ­ 
complish either end. 
It is his opinion the results 
will be inconclusive and will 
demonstrate only that the 
ballistics evidence at the 
trial was introduced in a 
sloppy manner and that the 
county clerk’s office has not 
kept sufficient guard on the 
integrity of the gun and 
bullets since the trial. 
“What it will do is leave 
egg on the face of the district 
atto rn ey ’s office and an

that Sirhan was not guilty,” 
he said. 
Pressures for reopening 
the case have built slowly 
since 1971. 
At that time there was a 
dispute between two forensic 
experts about the ballistics 
evidence. One was Dewayne 
Wolfer, who had presented 
that aspect of the case to the 
jury. 
Actually, the prosecution 
had given relatively little 
emphasis to the gun and 
bullets. 
Dozens of witnesses saw 
Sirhan

Sirhan never denied he 
shot Kennedy and at one 
time asked his attorneys to 
enter a guilty plea. On the 
witness stand he made no 
mention of acting in concert 
with anyone else or of a 
conspiracy. 
But there were those quick 
to jump on the criticism of 
W olfer’^ procedures. 
At 
first, most were out for 
publicitydrtnioney or both'. A 
C a n a d i a n

producer got considerable 
mileage with a documentary 
entitled “The Second Gun.” 
Then several respected 
crim inologists, 
notably 
William 
H arper

e x p r e s s e d 
reservations about Wolfer’s 
findings. Recently, a special 
committee of the American 
Academy 
of 
Forensic 
Sciences recommended an 
investigation of apparent 
discrepancies 
in 
the 
ballistics evidence. 
The man who has finally 
forced the issue back into the 
courts is Paul Schrade, a 
former regional executive of 
the United Auto Workers. 
Schrade does not appear to 
have any personal axe to 
grind. He was a friend of 
Kennedy and was at his side 
(hat 
evening 
when 
the 
senator had just won 
a 
sm ashing victory in the 
California 
n i e s i d en t ia l 
primary. Schrade himself 
was seriously wounded in the 
gunfire. 
The Los Angeles district 
attorney’s office itself finally 
bowed to the pressures and 
supported 
the 
ballistics 
reexamination. 
How it will be conducted 
and who will supervise it 
remains to be decided. That 
looks to be a sticky issue. 
For one thing, the inside of 
the barrel of the gun may 
have undergone chemical 
erosion in seven years so 
that markings it would now 
leave on a bullet might be far 
different from those of 1968. 
It also has been deter­ 
m ined 
that 
the 
county 
clerk ’s office perm itted 
several persons to examine 
the bullets without proper 
supervision before a court 
order in 1971 sealed them 
from further handling. 
What, then, will be the 
result of the reopening of the 
case? 
No one knows, but one 
possible development may 
be creation of a legal means 
for Sirhan to appeal that his 
conviction be set aside.
